2. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-30 are 
allowable over the prior art made of record because the Examiner found neither prior art 
cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the 
said prior art which teaches an image reading device, comprising a lower unit; an upper unit 
openable/closable to said lower unit; stacking means for stacking a document; separating 
means having a separating roller and a separating member for separating a document fed 
from said stacking means, wherein said separating roller and said separating member are 
disposed between said upper unit and said lower unit; reading means for reading an image 
of the document separated by said separating means; and a document conveying path 
disposed between said upper unit and said lower unit for guiding the document separated 
by said separating means;, wherein said upper unit is opened, said document conveying 
path is opened and said separating roller and said separating member are moved with said 
upper unit, respectively, as set forth in Claims 1,11,15,18,24 and 29, including all of the 
features recited therein.
